Shipment was 
commenced from~ February 10 and 
the whole order was completed’ on 
March 20, 11 days ahead of the spe- 
cified time~ 

“I am informed that this satisfac- 
tory result is mainly to be attributed 
to the energy put into the work of 
production e the Canadian forestry 
corps, who supplied no less than 34,- 
000 tons of the total. - When the 
corps understood that it was an. ord- 
er of urgency, and that the material 
was required for, the front many of 
the companies voluntarily worked 
long Ifours without any extra pay, 
some of them doing as much as 
hours per week. They were at work 
during ‘the whole of the Easter holi- 
days, so that had any further demand 
been made at-that time it would have; 
been impossible to deal with ft.
